DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 5-8 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

With regard to independent claim 5, the claim recites the limitations of introducing 
a test gas mixture of hydrogen and one added gas with a permeation coefficient relative 
to the material of 50-200% that of hydrogen. The claim further recites a step of 
maintaining a constant pressure within the chamber through the movement of the 
elastomeric membrane. The prior art of record, specifically the Gerdau reference, fails 
to teach these limitations as the reference tests the leak rate through the membrane 
and not "through a test leak outlet without passing through said membrane" as is 
presently claimed. In the present invention, the membrane is positioned in order to 
regulate pressure within the chamber, and is not used as a leakage measuring element. 

Claims 6-8 all depend from claim 5 and are deemed allowable for the same 
reasons as stated above.
